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HERE are already, it is true, a whole series of text- 

§ books on human embryology, some of them ex- 
cellent; but they are based, for the most part, on other 
than human material. They have been written from the 
comparative embryological standpoint, and, in the interest 
of continuity, an endeavor to conceal the gaps in our 
knowledge is frequently evident. This is not the case in 


the present book. On the contrary, its endeavor is to 
indicate clearly and precisely these gaps, for thus only can 


they be filled in. The authors do not, of course, dispense 
with the assistance of comparative’ embryology and 
anatomy, but when a gap has been indicated the manner 
in which it is probably to be bridged is pointed out, and similarly, attention is given 
to those facts of comparative embryology and anatomy which serve to render intelli- 
gible to us special processes of development in man.

HILE it is essential for the student of anatomy to use a systematic treatise 
upon descriptive anatomy, both for systematic study and as a work of refer- 
ence, it is a distinct advantage to him to approach the subject from the 

regional or relational point of view as'well. As this is the method of study necessarily 
pursued in the dissecting room, a book of this kind becomes logically the companion 
and guide of the student in the prosecution of his study of the cadaver. In recognition 
of this fact, the details of each region are presented in the order of dissection, and the 
illustrations are arranged serially, as nearly as possible, in order to show clearly the 
structures to be encountered at successive stages of the work. To facilitate the 
student’s work still further directions are given as to the technic of dissection and as 
to the definite order of procedure in exposing and identifying the various structures of 
each region. 

Although the cadaver has been divided into four ‘‘parts’’ the aim has been so to 
present the material as to permit of freedom of choice in this respect. 

The illustrations, with few exceptions—such as those taken from the His models— 
have been drawn from dissections made by the author ; some of these have already 
appeared in Piersol’s Anatomy, while the others were made’specially for this work. 

In many cases the BNA terms have been used directly ; where not so employed 
they have been added in parentheses. 

It is a well recognized fact that students of human anatomy, even at the beginning 
of their course, evince a livelier interest in the subject when the relations of structures 
to the practical facts of medicine and surgery are brought to their attention than when 
they study the various systems in a more or less abstract way. Therefore, any point 
of special clinical interest concerning any structure under discussion is mentioned in 
connection with that structure. That the beginner may not be unduly distracted, 
however, by over-abundance of such references, they have been set apart from the

HE constantly increasing use of the X-ray has shown that the study of variations 

is not a scientific fad, but a matter of very great practical importance.

HIS book points out the application of anatomical facts to the explanation of 
T normal functions, and traumatic and pathological derangements of the body, as 
well as their utility in the actual practice of medicine and surgery.

[) with the t there has rarely been a teacher of medicine who has been satisfied 


with the books which his students have had to use. The larger treatises 

are too long, too rich in information, while many of the shorter works are mere 
catalogues of facts. It has seemed to the writer, after many years’ teaching, that 
there was a distinct need of a work which should give in compact form the more 
important facts of the subject included in the domain of internal medicine. 

The title has been chosen to introduce into our usage the term internal medicine. 
We have increasing need of a term which shall denote those subjects left of the older 
‘practice of Medicine’? when all the specialties have been subtracted from it, those 
subjects which are after all the fundamentals of our art and science. 

The arrangement of the subjects is dictated by the wish to put the simpler first, 
and to present something of a logical order of study. The placing of some subjects, 
such as that of smallpox, among diseases due to animal parasites, is questionable, but 

‘in such instances it has seemed well to follow the best leading we have at present, 
although we may be uncertain of its correctness. The final classification of many of 
the familiar diseases must long remain doubtful. Syphilis has for many years 
been regarded as surely a bacterial disease, and classified accordingly. The recent 
studies apparently prove the specific organism to belong to the lower orders of the ani- 
mal kingdom, At any time further investigation may restore the disease to its older 
position. In like manner the specific agents of scarlet fever, measles, and other 
exanthemata are assumed to be bacteria and these diseases are placed accordingly. 
The eager investigations now going on in so many laboratories may any day give 
one or more of these diseases a new position. We must act upon our present knowl- 
edge, with full consciousness that much of it may to-morrow require revision. 

The lack of illustration in the current works on this subject has been very striking 
in this day when photography is so readily available and is so great an aid in the pre- 
sentation of any subject. ‘The publishers have made full use of this aid.

ERHAPS in no branch of medicine has there been more extraordinary advances in 
the last decade or two than in the science of pharmacology.

Our knowledge of both the normal and pathologic anatomy of human 
beings has heretofore depended almost entirely on post-mortem findings, 
which give us only the end results of lesions. 

By means of the Roentgen method as exemplified in this book, we are 
enabled to study a large part of living, normal, and pathological anatomy of 
children in health and disease, and to obtain a knowledge of the living 
pathology of the parts affected from the time of the earliest deviation from 
the normal. This method is applicable to all conditions of the tissues which 
may be differentiated by the X-ray. 

The Roentgen Ray is not the subject-matter nor the idea of the book, 
however, as it is a clinical treatise written by a clinical man whose work deals 
with sick children and who is one of the most widely known living authori- 
ties on Pediatrics.

Not only are minute technical details clearly given, but also the theoretical basis 
on which the reaction is founder is set forth in such a plain and well ordered manner 
that not only the practitioner who has no personal experience with the test, but one 
who has never done haemolytic work, one who is ignorant of the immunity theory, 
even one who had no knowledge of physiology and physiological chemistry, could 
read this book from beginning to end with profit. 

Laboratory directions are explicit, both for performing the test and for preparing 
reagents and preserving them, immunizing the animals, etc. 

Since 1906 a large number of publications on the Wassermann reaction, while 
establishing the test as a diagnostic method of real value, have unfortunately been of 
little aid to the general medical reader in gaining a clear conception of the principles 
involved, and the rapidly growing literature has become too voluminous to enable the 
average Clinical laboratory worker to obtain exact dataon the test, in its various forms.

Especial attention has been given to the causation and prevention of disease, 
disinfection, the details of the method of treating enteric fever by systematic cold 
bathing, the subject of serum therapy, and to the special duties of the nurse in the 
care of soldiers. The book contains an article upon the Oriental Plague. The scope 
of the volume is best shown in the table of contents.
